London; Jan. 3.—General Denikino's 
government in Southern Russia has 
b^en overthrown and General Roman- 
ovsky has been chosen to replace 'Gen- 
eral Denikine, an anti-Bolshevik! chief, 
according to a wireless dispatch re- 
ceived here .from Moscow quoting ad- 
vices from Taganro. 


The report indicates that owing to 
defeats along the front, a coup d'etat 
occurred at General Denikine's head- 
quarters and that his government has 
bjeen replaced by a group as the "Voz- 
spjzhdenye rossie," meaning "the regen- 
eration of Russia." 


General Denikine's fall is probably a 
result of his recent defeats by the Bols- 
heviki in southern Russia.

Never clip the nails into shape unless

use seldom and then only for clipping a 
hangnail or for cutting off the sides or 
ends of an overlong nail.

nails are filed to conform to the shape 
of the end of the fingers and thumbs, 
and remember that the pointed nail is 
no longer well "bred or beautiful.
